easy it is to overcome hard milk- 
ing in both cows and heifers, I am 
sure that no animal would be dis- 
posed of for the lack of treatment, 
says Dr. David Roberts. 

ara milking is due to an abnor- 
mal contraction of the sphincter 
muscle, regulating the stream of 
milk from the point of the teat. 
On the other hand a cow losing her 
milk is due to a relaxation or an 
abnormal expansion of the sphinct- 


er muscle at the point of the teat. | 


Many a valuable hard milking 
cow has been ruined, owing to the 
fact that the milker has been com~ 
pelled to use a milking tube and 
by the use of the milking tube the 
cow has become infected often times 
losing one or more quarts. It is 
not advisable to use a milking tube 
if one can possible get along with- 
out it. 

The proper method of handling 
or overcoming hard milking cows 
or heifers is by tae use of a teat 
plug. The teats should be washe | 
with a germ killer solution and the 
teat plug dipped in the same solu- 
tion, then dipped in a little healing 
ointment and passed into the point 
of the teat. The teat plug bein 
self retaining should be ponuithed 
to remain in the teats from one 
milking to another. This will posi- 
tively overcome hard milking in 
cows and heifers. 

This same treatment is exceed- 
ingly valuable in the treatment of 
sore teats where the sore is at the 
point of the teat where it interferes 
with milking.

FARM NOTES. 


| It is estimated that it costs the 

farmer more to haul & bushel of 
,grain than it does a railroad to 
haul a ton of it.- 

The English have used fern leaves 
successfiuily for many years. Valu- 
able fruit, fresh butter, etc., are no 
longer seen in the English markets 
packed in grapevine leaves, but al- 
most always in fresh fern leaves, 
which keep the articles excellently. 

Here is the most approved method 
of treating seed potatoes to prevent 
ascabby crop: Svak the whole seed 

| for two hours in a mixture of one

HARDENING OF THE ARTERI&LS 


‘‘A man is as old as his arteries,’’ 
was said some time ago by a French 
physician; and the saying, like so 
many others of the phrase-loving 
French, has a good dea! of truth in 
it and nof a little error. 

There is many a man, old in years 
but young in spirit, whose arteries 
are like pipe-stems. So brittle do 
they seem, indeed, that the physi- 
cian hardly dares feel the pulse, 
lest he crush the friable artery un- 
der his finger; yet these old people 
are active in mind and body, and 
seem often much younger than men 
of but two-thirds their years. 

Again, one meets old and feeble 
folk, whose lives seem to flicker 
dangerously, like a candle flame in 
a draft, whose arteries are as soft 
and compressible as those of a 
child. ‘ 

In general, however, the saying is 
true, and especially in premature 
eld age it will usually be found that 
the arteries are hard, with fibrous 
thickening, if not already more or 
less calcified. Hardening of the 
blood-vessels—arteriosclersis is the 
accepted medical term—consists in 
a fibrous overgrowth of the walls of 
the arteries, usually following more 
or less degeneration of the normal 
tissues of the vessels. As to just 
how this comes about, physicians 
are not entirely agreed. It is pro- 
bable that the change occurs first in 
the very minute vessels, those ...at 
run through the walls of the larger 
vessels supplying them with blood 
for their nourishment. When these 
are hardened by the deposit of uo- 
rous tissue, they carry less blood 
and carry it more slowly, and so 
the nutrition of the walis of the 
larger vessels is reduced. This 
leads to softening, and then Na- 
ture tries to repair the damage by 
the only new tissue at her hand— 
namely, fibrous tissue. 

Later, these fibrous and thi keved 
walls of the larger arteries may be 
hardened still more by a deposit 
of lime from the blood. 

The arteriosclerosis so common in 
old age is the result of ‘‘wear ard 
tear.’’ An elastic tube dilated by 
hydraulic pressure and then con- 
tracting ten thousand times a day 
will have done much work by the 
end of seventy vears. In younger 
life, arteriosclerosis is most com- 
iu drinking only, but in eating, 
especially meat-eating, without 
enough exercise to consu're the ex- 
(cess of nutrient material. Over- 
such as lead-poisoning, , are also 
factors. S 

The bet thing for arteriosteros- 
is is not to get it, and the best way

Per Capita Debt Faclacy, 


The public debt of Canada amounts 

to $323,960,859,—or $45 72 per capita 
—Incidently it may be observed that 
| the per capita debt in 1896, when the 
‘present Government assumed office, 
was $50.82—but that is not the point 
‘under consideration. The Conserva- 
tive party, following the lead of Mr. 
Foster, has made much of this per 
capita debt subject. Mr. Foster states 
it to beso much per head and Mr. 
Borden varies it by making it so much 
_per family, about $200 he says. 

The per capita debt of Catada has 
no practical meaning. The absurdity 
of the idea grows the more one con- 

siders it. Examine the subject, a debt 

presupposes a payment at some time 
in the future. It is indicative of an 
obligation that must be discharged at 
some period. This view leads toa 
consideration of assets. It is to be ad- 
mitted that every person in Canada is 
liable for a proportion of the public 
debt, 1t must be acknowledged that 
every person in Canada has a vested 
interest in the assets of Canada, 


Apply Practical Test. 


Apply the practical test of every day 
{commercial life, and examine the Do- 
minion balance sheet. The public debt 
of Canada is $32',000,000 or $45 per 
| head of the population. So far so good. 
| Now the question is, what assets do 
| the people possess with which to dis 
| charge this liability ? 
| This is the broad question. Inas- 
| much as tbe Conservative party ad- 
| vance the argument that the people are 
|burdened with a debt of inordinate 
| size, it would be satisfactory to arrive 
|at certain results by scrutinizing the 
| balance sheets of 1896, when the pre- 
‘sent Government came into power and 
/make a comparison with the balance 
sheet of March 1909. This can only 
be done approximately, but it will 
| serve to illustrate the contention ad-

The condition then in 1896 was that 
the debt of Canada about equalled the 
known and recognized a3sets.

In 1909 the per capita iudebtedness 
is $45.72 and the public debt $323,960,- 
869, 

While it is somewhat easier to ar- 
rive at the visible assets in 1909 the 
figures must of course be approximate.

Nothing But a Bugaboo. 

There is no such thing as per capita 
debt for which any person is liable. 
No man can be caplased if he seeks to 
leave the country on account of owing 
any proportion of the public debt 
Neither can he raise money upon his 
interest in the equity of the state after 
all national liabilities are discharged 
It isa misleading argument and one 
that may be placed in its proper place 
by a consideration of the figures given 
here. The Conservatives would have 
people believe that they are made liable 
for $75 a head in consequence of the 
public debt, but they are not told that 
the national assets would discharge 
this debt six times over.

Suppose We Pay Debt. 


To make this per capita liability a 
real thing, and not a purely sentimen- 
tal one, let us face the situation and 
assume tbat the time has come to dis- 
charge the debt.

Would Share in Equity. 


If it be admitted that the people are 
individually liable for the debts of the 
State, then they are equally entitled to 
share in the equity after all obligat- 
ions are discharged. Regarding it 
therefore, as a simple commercial 
question, what is the pd8ition of the 
people? The fact of the existence of 
adebt, does not imply insolvency. 
An individual, a corporation, a nation 
may have heavy obligations but tbe 
solven:y of each is determined by the 
value of the assets each possesses. 
|The correct financial standing of each 
is found in the difference between the 
assets and the liabilities, 

The questions to be considered are:

It may not be generally known that 
the finance minister has arranged that 
apy persof having a government sav- 
ings bank deposit, may exchange the 
account for government stock in 
amounts of $50 and upwards redeem- 
able in 1925, which stock will pay in- 
terest at the rate of J} per cent, pay- 
abl half-yearly. For those who desire 
a safe and permenent investment, this 
arrangement will be very acceptable. 

Canada Libelled in France.

‘One of the Most Sh Shocking Disast- 
ers Recalled, | 





Belleville Intelligencer. 

The Bay of Quinte Methodist conference 
meeting in this city, recalls the fact that, 
nearly ninety years ago, this district was 
the scene of one of the most shocking dis- 
asters in the history of Methodism. The 
incident in question has been recalled many 
times, but at tbe request of a subscriber we 
republish the account of the disaster which 
appeared in 1862 in Playter’s History of 

ethodism in Canada , the accident itself 
occurred on Sunday, August 20th, 1819 : 

About five weeks after the conference 
and when the preachers from Canada had 
returned and entered on their work, a sad 
event occurred on the Bay of Quinte cir. 
ouit. The preachers, Isaac Puffer and 
James Wilson, who were re-appointed to 
the circuit, resolved on a special quarterly 
meeting at the Adolphustown chapel, on 
Sunday, Augast 20th. The meeting was 
looked forward to with much interest. 
The work of God was still prospering on 
the cirouit. The morning was fine. and 
the sky with scarcely a cloud. While the 

ious members were coming to the chapel 

rom Ernesttown, Fredericksburgh, and 
the southern parts of Adolphustowp, the 
members and their families in the northern 
partand along the Napanee river, were 
also on their way. Adolpnastown and 
more than half of Fredericksbargh are cut 
in two parts by a narrow bay called Hay 
Bay, running in from the Bay of Quinte 
waters. The haa around the shore was early 
settled, and the bay is now surrounded 
with farm houses acd fertile farms. On 
the south shore is the chapel, and to 
reach there all from the north must cross 
the bay. Some had already crossed this 
morning, and others were about venturing 
out in boats and canoes. Among the rest 
&@ company of eighteen young persons, most 
of them pious, and the fruit of the Jate re- 
vival, and belonging to the families living 
on the shore, They were all dressed in 
good and modest apparel, as befitted the 
day, and the house and worship of God 
Buoyant with the cheerfulness of youth |

The 
boat being rather leaky, and eo many press- | 
ing it to near the water’s edge, the water 
came in, and increased fast, and they had | 
po vessel to bale with. Unhappilly, the, 
yonng men did not think of baling with | 

their clean hats, or did not like to do so, | 

until it was to late. The boat filled and 
sank, when near the othea shote, and these | 
eighteen young men and women, crying 
and shrieking, went down into the deep 
water, 

At the time of crossing there was a 
prayer meeting begun in the chapel by | 
those who came first, One was now en- 
gaged in prayer, and had just made the 
petition that “it might bea day long to be 
remembered,’ when a shriek was heard, 
another, and another. The prayer wae 
stopped, and some ran up to the palpit to 
look out, and saw the youths etruggling in 
tne water, All ran to the shore, and some 
plunged in to render aesistance. Eight 
were taken to the shore. A seine was pre 
pared, and so the bodies of those unhappy 
youths, a few hours go blithe and cheerfal, 
were brought dripping to the land, One 
was not recovered till the mext morning. 
Two youbg men were drowned and eight 
women, Two were of the German family, 
two Detlors. one Bogart, one Roblin, one 
McCoy, one Clark, one Madden and one 





Cole. The grief of the families 80 sudden- 
ly bereaved, may be better imagined than 
than described. The grief, too, was par- 
took of by the large congregation assemb!- 
ed, and the minister.

From the far-away village of 
Talon, in Mindanao, in the rhilip- 
pine Isiands comes the terribie 
story of a wretched slave boy, deaf, 
dumb, crosseyed and atilicted with 
sther def€cts of vision sacrificed 
to the god Bacalad by two women 
of the tribe Bagobo, that they might 
secure another husband. 


SIGN OF SEVEN STARS. 


Bacalad is hy the Bagobos held 
to be the god of the spirits; Aga- 
panmole Manobo is the god of good 
and Dewata is his wife; Mandar- 
angan is the god of evil. To the 
latter all sacrifices must be mede, 
in order that his wrath he averted. 
When a Bagobo dies and his widow 
is unaole to secure another hue- 
band, she too must offer sacrifice. 
And these sacrifices are to be held

Nothing Degrading About the/The Mai 


Treatment of Prisoners in 
Sugamo Jail. 


In Japan a convict may earn 
enough money while in jail to main- 
tain his family. He has the best of 
food and lodging, is taught a trade, 
and if he wishes pursues the study 
of foreign languages. 

At Sugamo a qualified teacher in- 
structs the younger prisoners in 


J reading, writing und arithmetic. 


Prisoners of 20 and upward who 
are in seclusion for the first time 
are taught geography and history. 

If one entering the prison, says 
a writer in the Wide World, a man 
declares that he has a knowledge 
of English he is carefully examined 
by a linguist and the extent of his 
knowleage fathomed. : He is then 
allowed to pursue his studies, the 
necessary books being surplied by 
the authorities. When there are 
several in together a teacher is 
obtained from outside and lessons 
are given regularly. 


RECORDS ARE KEPT. 


In the ofices a record of cach 
prisoner is kept during his stay. 
this serves to show whether the con- 
vict is prompt to obey the oflicials, 
whether he shows atiection for his 
parents and relatives, whether he 
writes letters home and whether 
he makes progress or not in his 
studies. 

The main building at Sugamo is 
designed in the form of a dumbell, 
the two ends being divided into 
five ray stars. From the central 
watch stand the warder can gee 
along the whole of the rays, which 
comprise 300 cells. And what cells! 
Think of it—tweuty feet high and 
double windowed. 

The convicts are housed in groups. 
In a cell of eight mats—all rooms 
in Japan are measured by mats— 
twelve convicts are accommodated, 
The floor is covered with mushiro 
or soft matting, and on this the 
men’s bedding is spread when they 
are ready to turn in. Everything 
is spotlessly clean. 

“The chief warder stopped before 
a door at the extreme end of the 
corridor, and after trying a dozen 
keys succeeded in throwing i it open, ' 
writes a visitor. ‘‘With some mis- 
givings [ entered. The room would 
haye gladdened the heart of an 
amateur photographer. Not a 
single ray of light penetrated its 
walls. It was ventilated by means 
of small tubes that ran through 
the cement in such a way that they 
did not admit light. 

FORMS OF PUNISHMENT. 
““There are three forms of cho- 
batsu (punishment) for insubordina- 
uon,’ said ..e warder. ‘dhe first 
is contineraent in an empty room, 
the oltender being compeiled to sit 
on a mat without moving or speak- 
ing from morning till mght. The 
second form is confinement in a 
similar reom slightly darkened. The 
uuard and+most severe is confine- 
ment in this totally dark room, the 
maximum punishment being five

The Many and Peculiar Devices 
Which They Adopt To Keep 
‘Treasure Safe. 


Some four years ago a great Lon- 
don bank moved its premises from 
oneside of the Strand to the other. 
Some millions of cash and securi- 
ties, with great chests full of valu- 
ables of all sorts, gold plate, and 
jewels, were carted across the busi- 
est street in ar in a private 
brougham and’a few hand-carts. 

A few weeks ago a New York 
bank removed from its old quarters 
to new, and a hundred stalwart 
police guarded huge, steel-clad 
waggons, which were protected from 
assault not only by armed men but 
by a device for equirting scalding 
steam over any one who attempted 
a raid. : 

Steam at high pressure is no 
novelty as a gold guardian. When 
the tramp-steamer Arana sail for 
the Philippines with £200,000 in 
siver in her hold, the captain re- 
‘ceived warning that pirates in the 
China Sea were planing to raid 
her.

INTERNATIONAL CAMP OF IN- 
VESTIGATION. 


A Fly the Means of Communicating 
the Disease—Bafiles Medical 
Skill. 


The sleeping si¢kness’ commis- 
sion is hoping that ‘Theodore Roose- 
veli will pay a visit to the expedi- 
tion’s camp at Sesse, Uganda, 
where Sir David and Lady bruce 
are in charge of the segregation 
hospitals, says a Mombassa, british 
East Africa, correspondent. 

The governments of Germany, 
France and Belgium, as well as the 
government of the United King- 
dom, are loyally working together 
endeavoring to find a cure or pre- 
ventative for the sleeping sickness. 
Altogether, seven European doctors 
have succumbed to the fatal disease 
since the determined attempts to 
cope with the evil were commenced. 
Governor Sir Hesketh Bell describe: 
his latest visit to the camp in part, 
as follows: 

“The patients were lodged in 
large thatched bandas and were 
divided, according to rex and the 
various stages of the disease. Ir 
one enclosure we saw a number of 
infants, in whom the first outward 
signs of the scourge were just ap- 
pearing. Unaware of their impend- 
ing doom, the little black mites 
played and romped to their hearts’ 
content in the shade of the banana 
grove, and only the swelled glands 
at the base of their necks showed 
that their fate was sealed. It was 
sad indeed to think that in a very 
short time these merry peals of 
laughter would gradually become 
more and more rare, and that all 
those poor Jittle creatures in whom 
the joy of life was so strong would, 
after a year or two of misery, be 
laid in the crowded cemetery that 
I could just see between the trees. 

IN THE SECOND STAGE. 

“In a row of sheds, surrounded 
by the banana groves which supply 
the tood fur the patients, we saw 
numbers of those who had reached 
the second stage of the disease. 
Most oi them appeared to be suft 
eriug acutely, ‘Lhey seemed to 
shun the cool shade of the broad 
thatched roofs, and preferred to sit 
or lie in the full blaze of the noon- 
day sun.

ADVENTURE OF A TRAVELER 
IN INDIA. 


Made a Prisoner, aiid Only an Un- 
usual Piece of Luck Gave 
Him His Freedom. 


The object of my visit to India 
was to collect material for a com- 
Perensive guide to the British 

mpire. I had traveled extensive 
ly through Canada and Australasia, 
and arrived at Bombay in the early 
spring of 1908.

THE NEW BRITISH BUDGET. 


HITS THE MONIED AND LAND- 
LORD CLASS HARD. 


Motors, Clubs, Death Duties are 
all Drawn on—Man of Small 
Income Escapes. 


The changes introduced into the 
fiscal system by the British Budget 
ef 1909-10 are so numerous that a 
brief synopsis of their effect will 
be found useful. The items of tax- 
ation are mentioned in the order 
adopted by Mr. Lloyd-George, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

Duties on private motor-cars—A 
new graduated scale of duties on 
private motor-cars and motor-cycles

THE BENTLEY BABY. 


Created the Mission Station of 
Bolobo, in Africa. 


In the summer of 1887 Holman 
Bentley, accompanied by his wife 
and child, made a steamer journey 
on the Upper Congo, in Africa. Sir 
Harry Johnston, in his book en- 
titled ‘“‘George Grenfell and the 
Congo,’ recounts the result of the 
journey and the important part 
played by the Bentley baby. The 
party went through the Bolobo dis- 
trict, which at that time had become 
excessively hostile to Europeans. 

The temporary station of the 
Congo State had been burned to 
the ground, the chief, Ifaka, was 
dead, and when the steamer Peace, 
bearing the Bentleys, arrived in 
August, it was roughly ordered 
away.

Taking advantage of the steamer’s 
halt, his wife and nurse were giv- 
ing a bath to the Bentley baby.

LESS WORK, MORE CRIME. 


Tho Year 1908 Was a Bleck Year 
for Scotland. 


The year 1908 was rather a black 
lone in Scotland, for crimes of 
many kinds increased. In the an- 
nual report of the Prison Commis- 
sioners fur Scotland, issued recently 
as a blue-book, it is stated that in 
1908 the number of commitments of 
ordinary prisoners during the year 
was 62,152, an increase of about 1,- 
000 on the previous year. There 
was also a rise in the daily average 
number of ordinary prisoners. This 
number reached 2,762, a figure 
which is beyond any of the rtcord- 
ed averages for the last 55 years. 

The commissioners cannot offer 
any explanation of this increase. 
Judging from past experience, the 
average should have’ been lower 
than usual, in view @&the fact that 
trade and industry were reported 
to be depressed during the year. 
It is the commissioners’ experience 
that when trade is good and the 
demand for labor is great, crime 
tends to increase.

ELUDING THE LIGHTNING. 


Though it is impossible to avoid 
the danger of being struck by 
lightning altogether, these few re- 
commendations may, with advant- 
age, be borne in mind: Avoid 
fireplaces. Lightning often enters 
by the chimney, on account of the 
internal coating of soot—one of the 
bodies fur which ligntning evinces 
a preference. For the same reason, 
avoid metals, gildings, and mirrors, 
on account of their quicksilver. 
The best place is the middle of the 
room, unless there should be a lamp 
or chandelier hanging from the ceil- 
ing. The less contact with walls or 
floor the better; and the safest 
place—were it possible to arrange it 
—would be in a hammock, suspend- 
ed by silken cords, in the middle 
of a large room. In the absence of 
means of suspension, the next best 
place is on substances which are 
bad conductors--such as_ glass, 
pitch, or several riatresses.
